There are but few States in the Union 


that are not thinking and talking more 
of a rotation of crops to-day than they 
are of specialty farming, and this will 
grow upon the minds of thinking men 
as the years roll by and the necessity is 
forced upon them of making the most 
and the best of their farms and of their 
means. 
The profits in farming to-day 


are too often on the wrong side of the 
cash account, that is to say they are 
losses, and every expedient has to be 
resorted to, to change it to the other 
side. 
The Rural World has advocated 


the use of brain? on the farm until it is 
almost ashamed of its repetition, but 
the situation demands it, farmers must 
rearrange their methods and systems, 
get out of the old ruts and into the 
new, and adapt themselves to their 
work 111 such a way as to be able to 
meet the circumstaneed surroundin 
them. 
Corn is a good crop and at times a 


payino- one, but because it n so it does 
not follow that it should be the one and 
only crop cultivated, especially for an 
indelmite series of years, upon the 
same soil. 
\Vheatisagoodcropand 


a paying one but like all others it will 
iu process ot time exhaust the food in 
the soil essential to Us success. It will 
— as well as an\ other crop of ten re- 
peated, attract, ked and harbor insect 
pests inimical to its lull development. 
Tobacco is a good aud profitable crop 
but exhaustive to the soil and requhing 
experienced cultivation trom the plant- 
in" ot the seed bed to the housing of 
he crop and skilled help ever after. So 
ith many other crops incident to our 
Vestern farming, the> aie good and 
rentable, too, under favorable circum- 
tances aud conditions, but their ever- 
asting repetition is inimical to success 
id to be avoided. 
The Orange, County Farmer makes 
o-ood point in the following on grass 
alsing: It matters not how widely 
armers may differ in judgment con- 
erning the relative value and profits 
of raising different faim crops, all will 
a°ree to the importance of raising 
fandard crops of griss in preference 
,o all others, as the foundatidn of all 
profitable farming. Therefore, it is not 
i matter of surprise when a farm be- 
comes run down from overpasturage, 
or deficiency in hay, that the Hist out- 
cry should be for more grass. This is 
the great cry now among farmers 
everywhere, and he is rated the best 
farmer who cuts the greatest number 
of tons of hay, and keeps a corre- 
sponding number of cattle to the hun- 
dred acres throughout the year w ithout 
the aid of foreign supplies. Grain- 
raisino- and pasturing may be made 
mutually profitable for a time without 
a rotation of crops, but the time is cer- 
tain to come when grain-farming needs 
to be alternated with grass. Ihe use 
of special fertilizers, however liberally 
they are applied, will not prevent, al- 
thouf h it may delay the entire impov- 
erishment of the soil for a time, but 
the 
result 
is 
always the same 


in 
the end. That the destruc 


tion of the fertility of the farm is ac- 
celerated just m proportion to the 
weight and substance of the crops re- 
moved from the soil, and the speed 
with which it is affected, is now ad- 
mitted by all, and its fertility is ex- 
tended in proportion to the good judg- 
ment of the farmer engaged in cul- 
tivating it.—Colmarf s Rural World.

EDIIOSS REPUBLICAN:- While Com 


rade Lee's account of the return of the 
captured field banner ot the 41et ia very 
interesting, the published account of its 
waving over the regiment at Fort* Henry 
and DonelsoD, battle of Sbiloh, siege of 
Oorinth and battle of Hatchie are some- 
what lane in historical lore. The only 
flag of any kind the 4 let ever had till 
Feb. 28, '63, wai the one presented to n» 
by the ladies of Decatnr, DOW in pofsee- 


. sioo of Mis. Ansel Topper, this flag being 
carried most of the time by Sergeant Jack 
Adams, of Clinton. ID an old diary now 
before me containing notes covering a 
period of several months in 18GJ, a good 
many of the notes now faded ont as they 
were written with pencil and got wet 
more or lew, I find the following note: 


Moscow, Tenn , Feb. 28, '63 —Weather 


warm and pleasant in the morning; dress 
parade >n the evening, and presentation 
of a stand of colors to the regiment. Bam 
at night; all O, K. in camp. 


That was the time we got onr blue fie'd 


banner that was lost at Jackson, Miec., 
July 12, '63, and also the battle flag which 
wa» carried through the fight by Sergt 
Btreever, of Argeuia 
When we received 


oar new colors from the state onr old flag 
was sent home to Mrs. Tnnper. Goiig 
back a few days in my diary I fiod the 
f jllowicg:

EAST ST. Louis, 111., April 13.—The 


inquest In the cases ol the victims of 
Friday's shooting was continued this 
morning. Coroner Woods arrived short- 
ly after nine o'clock, and stated that he 
had summoned some witnesses at Belle- 
ville, -whose testimony he considered 1m- 
poitunt, and would therefore adjourn 
the inquest one hour to await their com- 
iiiK. 


Tbe coroner also said that he liael sent

He understood that 
one or two ol them were anxious to 
testify, while tbe others preferred to place 
a lew weeks time between the present ex- 
citement and the date of their hearing, 
believing that public sentiment would 
be in a better temper to listen to them. 
This contingency may therelore go\ jrn 
tbe date ol the final decision. 


ANOTHER VICTIM. 


About ten o'clock 
Chief Halloran, 


Mayor Joyce and John Griffin came Into 
the room and informed Coroner Woods 
that Jataes Scollard, shot in the leg near 
the bridge, had died at twelve o'clock last 
nipht at the Sisters' Hospital, St. Louis, 
and desired to know what disposition 
should be made of his body. After a 
hricf consultation the coroner expressed 
the opinion that it would be better to 
have his remains brought to East St. 
Lonis, where the manner and cause of his 
death could be legally investigated. 
His 


remains will be viewed by the jurors this 
afternoon. 


ScollEtrd was a young man, aged eigh- 


teen, and had been a resident of East St. 
Louis about two years. He was a labor- 
er, and'boarcled with John Griffin, on Di- 
vision avenue, and came originally from 
Stamford, Conn. 


Mayor Joyce also announced that young 


Murray, shot in the leg, could not live, 
and that hla death might be expected at 
any time.

ery.

been arrested, namely: Kirk, Jaehne, 
Pearson, Miller, (who were arrested

O'Neill, Reilly and Fink, who were all 
ariested yesterday. 


All the men arrested have been re-

HOME BU1E IN THE HOUSE OP COMMONS, 


LONDON, April 14. — In the House of 


Commons lost evening Sir Wm. Vernon 
Harcourt, Chancellor ot the Exchequer, 
resumed the debate upon the Home-Rule 
bill. -Mr. Harcourt said those members 
that condemned the measure had failed 
in every case to state an alternative. It 
was true that Mr. Chamberlain had pro- 
pounded an important scheme for the 
government of Ireland, but Ireland was 
not in any immediate danger of its ap- 
plication, as the gentleman had never 
submitted 
his 
plan 
to 
the 
Gov- 


ernment. 
Mr. 
Chamberlain 
recom- 


mended a federation. 
A federation 


of what? Separate bodies belonging to 
Great Britain and Ireland -were to be the 
subject matter of that federation. Mr. 
Chamberlain included in his plan a stay 
of evictions in Ireland for a limited Deri- 
od. Who agreed to that policy? What 
parties agreed to it? The Marquis of 
Hartington in his able speech, bristling 
with law points and teeming with arzu- 
ment, did not for a moment admit the 
impossibility of governing Ireland by a 
policy of mingled remedial and repressive 
legislation. Moreover, he stated it to 
be 
his belief that whatever might 


be 
the 
fate 
of 
this 
measure, 


Its introduction would do much toward 
shaping the fntnre government of Ire- 
land that could never be undone. That, 
the speaker said, was trne, but it was 
equally true as applied to an event in 
the records of last June which changed 
the aspect of the Irish question, and 
made home-rule inevitable. That event 
was the act of the late government in 
condemnation of Earl Spencer's policy. 
Had the Conservatives, he asked, any 
policy at all except condemnation of 
Mr. Gladstone's scheme? 


Lord Randolph Churchill— "Ye9; they 


are against the repeal of the union in any 
shape or form." 


Mr. Harcourt, continuing, said if the 


aristocracy of England ranged themselves 
with the party in ascendancy in Ireland, 
the democracy in England would range 
themselves upon the side of the Irish peo- 
ple. Coercion, he said, was like in effect 
to

fail in the end. He instanced the case of 
the war of the American colonies, which,

Patrick Ford and his followers The Irish 
in America have not been paities to the 
actions of assassins which are condemned 
in America " 


Mr Geo J. Goschen, replying to Mr. 


Harcourt's speech, characterized the ad- 
dress of that gentleman as a melancholy 
reflation of tne impatience of Parliament 
to deal with an important crisis 
Parlia- 


ment, he said, was being terrorized that 
this bill might be passed 
Why should 


Mr. Hsirconrt, Mi. Morley and others 
make constant icfcrence to the Irish be- 
yoiul the spas, unless they desired to deal 
with the bill, not on its merits, bnt tr> 


t terrorize Parliament? 
The ministerial 


defense of the bill had so far consisted 
wholly in the single and very slight argu- 
ment that the measure was the sole al- 
ternation, and, tlieiefore, must 
pass.

Irish and English inter- 
ests, he said, were so interlaced that when 
they came to the finance question they 
would find it difficult to decide whether 
the income to be taxed was English or 
Irish.

the conduct of Ireland. 
If the latter 


caused any breach of neutrality or by 
neglect of municipal laws inflicted dam- 
age on other countries, England might 
have a war on her hands, while Ireland 
could not contribute a penny toward the 
expenses of the war. U an "Alabama" 
escaped from Ireland, or an Irishman 
enlisted to succor a Roman Catholic coun- 
try in a war on the continent, England 
would be responsible, while the Irish ex- 
ecutive authority, over which the English 
would have no control, would alone 
be to blame. Conspirators, Nihilists and 
dynamiters might flock to Dublin and be 
protected by the Irish authorities. Mr. 
Goschen denied that firmness was co- 
ercion, and said there would be no re- 
pression il crime was absent.

clusion, he warned the House that "those 
resisting the dismemberment of the Em- 
pire must close up their ranks and, 
shoulder to shoulder, resist this bill."

Mr. Joseph Arch expressed no fear that 


11 the bill should pass, Parliament would 
do justice to Ireland. 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said it was no 
light matter that Parliament should be 
asked to divide the Empire. There was 
nothing, he said, in the state of the rela- 
tinns of England to Ireland that warrant- 
ed the proposed change. Nor was there 
to be lound anywhere in the whole 
country a vestige of popular opinion in its 
favor. 
Mr. Gladstone denied that the safe- 


guards provided in the bill were dictated 
by a feeling on his part of distrust of the 
Irish people. 
On the contrary, he said, 


they were inserted in consequence of a 
feeling of mistrust and uneasiness, no 
doubt honestly entertained in the minds 
of others. 
It was said that there had 


been no formulated demand made by lie- 
land for home rule, 
This was to some 


extent true, but the Government recog- 
nized the wisdom of yielding to rea=on 
rather than to have to yield to necessity 
ultimately. He had no intention of put- 
ting forward the control oi the customs 
and excise and the exclusion of Irish 
members from the Westmi nster Parlia- 
ment as vital principles of the bill, and 
since its introduction it h.id bepn sug- 
gested to him that the Irish members- 
might be allowed to sit in the British 
Parliament with limited powers 01 in 
diminished numbers. His friend, Mi. 
Whitbieacl, had wisely remarked that an

well remember the day she was <u rested 
It 


was in March 1883 A workingmeu's meet- 
ing wm> hold or rather an attempt « as miide 
to hold one on the Esplanade des Invalides 
But the police dispersed the gathering dis 
order followed and the windows of «.ome 
balMfrioi were broken 
and bread stolen 


Louise Michel was the instigator of the 
meeting and was found 
in one of the 


bands that had forced its way into a 
bakery 
In the following June she was son 


tent ed as a thief to six years of prison al 
though no proof was produced that she had 
taken any bread or even that she had urged 
others to do so 
Before an American Jury 


she would probably have been acquitted, or 
•t least would have received only a slight 
punishment for disturbing the peace. But at 
that moment there was great suffering and 
discontent among the working classes of 
Paris. The government feared that the good 
name of the republic might be Jeopardized. 
Public opinion called for an example, and 
Louise Michel was sacrificed while the fair 
name of French justice waa tarnished by an 
ineffaceable blot 


Louise Michel began life as a teacher in the 


public schools 
At that time she was a fer- 


vent Catholic, and 
was the author of 
many religious 
poems pervaded by 
a spirit of deep 
tenderness and no- 
bility of character 
The Paris com 
mune of 1871 and 
the 
sufferings of 


the poor won all 
her 
sympathies 


Sho thi ew aside 
her school books 
and prayer books 
and 
thenceforth 


devoted herself entirely to the causa of the 
proletariat. 1 have talked with Louis Michel 
in her humblo homo, I have heard hor speak 
at public meetings, hai e followed her acts 
during her stormy career 
Whilo I do not 


share hei wild enthusiasm nor applaud her 
violent measures for tbe legeneratton of 
societ) I cannot help admiring her constancy 
of purpose, hei fearlessness hor generosity 
and her affectionate disposition. 
A few 


anecdotes will illustrate these noble qualities 
of mind and heart 


A shoi t time before her Impi Isonment she 


was invited to lecture at Versailles 
A lot of 


rowdies broke up the meeting and Louise 
Michel was forced to go atone from the hall 
to the raili oad station followed by a jeering 
inob 
She did not show the least fear on this 


occasion but looked the threatening crowd 
calmly m the face, remarking, in a gentle 
tone 
' I foi give them, they don t know 


what they are doing 
When our side gets 


Into powei these people who are now insult- 
ing me will be the first to applaud me

cai e nothing for these adults my aim is to 
comett children to my view 
I address my 


self to the future 
The present is rotten " 


Bui ing the sufferings caused by the siege 


of Paris in the autumn of 1870, Victor Hugo 
was in the habit of giving money to a lady 
friend who disti ibutod it among the poor 
One da> she came to the poet and said that a 
certain v, onmn wh >m she knew was m too 
greatest disti es.u Victoi Hugo handed ovi 
100 francs 
But he was astonished the next 


da} to learn that this *n oman was still m 
need of relief 
"But what have jou done 


with the 100 francs of yesterday*" ho asked 
"Oh, 
bhe ga\ e them to the starving mothers 


with children ' answered 
the almoner 


' Well IK rt is another 100," continued Victor 
Hugo 
but I give them to jou on the ex 


press understanding that your friend keeps 
them for hei self 
The lad} hui i led awaj 


with the monej 
"This is for you alone," 


she said as she pKcuel the louts d ors in the 
poor w oman s lap 
"Is that the condition on 


which they aie given me?' asked the re 
rapient ' Yes,' was the reply 
' Then you 


ma} take them back again," continued the 
former "thank Victor Hugo for me and tell 
bun I appreciate his good intentions " "Oh, 
no," ansneied the lady, somewhat embar 
rassed 'I vvill assume the responsibilit} then

otatinate al out it " This obstinate starver 
was Louise Michel 


I pass ovi r in silence that terrible period in 


her life, embracing the fall of the Commune. 
her arrest transportation to New Caledonia 
and her return 
Suffce it to say (hat 


throughout those hard years, which nearlv 
destroyed her physical beauty and which un 
questionably affected her brain 
Lonise 


Michel disp'ayed all those elevated qualities 
that have charactei lied her Paris existence 
during tbe past five or biz } ears. Let us 
follow he- to her cell 
After the death a 


year ago, of her mother, whom she loved so 
tenderlj, and the separation from whom was 
the only bltU-i feature of her imprisonment 
Louise Michel became an. inmate of the
